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■WAR NEWS. 

The situation in Europe has goue 
from bad to worse. Great Britaiu.- 
■Russia and Turkey are actively arming 
for u struggle. Following very clcso- 
ly upou tbo Earl of Beaconsfield's do- 
fiant^luuguago nt the Lord Mayor's 
banquet coibo i\ warlike speech from 
tbo Czar, iu which he threatened to 
"act iiidopeuaoutly" if the necessary 
refoniia Nvero not secured for the Turk- 
ish Provinces. Later, the Cziir is re- 
porloa to have asked a blesHUiy ou the 
commanders of bis aruiies. Every- 
where throughout tbo three countries 
the greatest activity prevails. Heavy 
requisitions for ainuuuiitioii have been 
sent to the Woolwich Arsenal, British 
batallions of foot and cavalry have 
been marked off for service in the 
East, steam-trausporta are being pre- 
pared for the transportation of troops 
and munitions of war to :MiiUit i"-'"' 
Constantinople, and every availal)lc 
man-of-war is cruising in the Mediter- 
ranean. English eng.i'cevs have 
reached Conslantinoplo and are ex- 
tending and strengthening the fortili- 
oations of that port. Turkey has five 
corps of 40,000 men each on her north 
em frontier, is victualling and arming 
her border forts, and is preparing for 
a death struogle with her Northern 
neighbor. Russia has mobilized her 
armies, has taken possesion of all the 
railways and is almost ready to throw 
a million of men into tbo Ottoman 
Empire. The situation is very, very 
serious. The policy of tbo Britisli 
Governmeut is said to bo to occui)v 
and bold against all coiners Constauti- 
nopln, which may bo iiiiulo v,-cll-n!g!i 
impregnable. Great IJntain would then 
bold the key to tbo Baltic Sea, and no 
fleet could pass in or out except under 
British guns. Tbo int.egnty of tlie 
Turkish Empire, of course, is a matter 
for secondary consideration. It would 
be better if the foul bbjt worc! removed 
from the map of Europe. But if Us 
existence is essential to the commer- 
cial supremacy of Cxreat Britain, the 
civilized worlil will have to toluiate it. 

WHAT THEY^UGHT TO DO. 

The Ratepayers of Jatncs Bay AVard 
have observed with indignation the in- 
sults that are heaped upon their senior 
representative in the City Council by 
the Mayor and at least a portion of his

Webster The (aiferninent — Tliis caso 
came up for lio.iriiij,' yi'stindny, tliu plain- 
tilY petilioiiiiig t In; Court lor lui orJur 
tbat nu ussigiimeut of uiouioa falling duo 
to one J. T. Scott of Now WohtmitiBtor, 
viho was awarded a contract by tbe Wal- 
kem Administration, be recognized by the 
Looal Oovernmenf. 

The piaiutirf being sworn testiQcd that 
a coutrcict for tlio coustrnction of a road 
from Latlner's Liiu,! to the junction of 
Siiminliuioo Koa'l wii,-; iiv.aidL'tl to Mr.J.T. 
Scott of New Wustiuinater. Tliut ho (wit- 
ness) became one of Boott'a surotios for 
tliB faitbful completion of the work. Tliat 
to enable Scoit to carry out tbo contract 
he had advanced mouoy and supplied 
goods. Tbat at prosent date Scott was 
indcbtod to him houkj j;300() and that iu 
the begiuuiug of tbo yenr Scott had 
given him an a-f.siguniont of all luonios 
wliicli might after tbat time bocoiuu duo 
to him from the Goverumout iu couneo- 
tiou with the contract. In May last wit- 
ness applied for payment and tben disco- 
vorod tiiat sub-sociuout to Scott having 
given liiiu the doud of assit,'nment an or- 
der iu favor of Air. .('j. lirown for $600 
had been rooogni/.inl by the treasury. Ho 
Viaa not av,-aro of tho existeue-j of that or- 
der uutil bis appliea'.ioii for payment. 
Since tbat time, however, he had paid 
Bomo S 100 on Scott'3 aocouQt, Soott hav- 
ing certified to tliocorrectne.'^s of accounts 
duo for wages to luon, ete.,to that amount 
by signing .aem :n fuioinau of tnewcjrks. 

Tliu ordora Wun- pr. iJiieed in Court and 
His Lordship pointed out that plaintiiV 
had merely beenpiyiiig hi.s own debts, as 
it was evident tbat Scott at the time tbe 
acootyits were presented was simply act- 
ing as foreman for plaintiff. 

Witness did not tliiuk that Scott's or- 
der iu favor of Mr. E. Brown- was iu any 
way connected with tho contract, but ho 
know tbat Brown had recently supplied 
Scott with teams for hauliug, etc. He 
boliovod Scott had subsequent to the pay- 
ment of the $600 order g:iven another for 
SSOO, but could not say if the Government 
had paid it. 

K. B-'aven sworu — B-'po.st!d that hu was 
Chief Cummii^ttiouer whou tho contract 
was awarded. Ho saw tbe plaintiff at Now 
Westminster in Nov. 1875 aud told bim 
that if an assigomeDt of future payments 
to Soott were made in his (Web^iter's) fa- 
vor the Governmont would acknowledge 
the document. Witness did not intend to 
release Soott from lii.s ubligiitirm-i, only to 
pay plaint. 11' monies as LLioy fell due. The 
contract was not usaigneJ, but it might 
have been. Witnesi told Mr. Austin to 
make a note of tbo assigument iu the 
Lands & Works ledger; was positive of 
this, but did not know if it was done ; could 
not say th:it .Mr. Aiisliu was a ji uii-;r;ikiiig 
or careful ac'.'oantant . Dul nut make any 
■written meuioriuidiim of tho assignment 
himstdf aud did net think it was likoly 
that a piyuient would bavo been erron- 
eously made to any other person because 
the certidoate for work completed would 
come directly under bis notice.

His Lordsliiji ."aiil that if sueli wore tlu! 
case he could uot proporly c ill it an irre- 
gularity since it aj)peai'ed to h ivo been 
the course adopted so very regularly, but 
it must be niijinrent tbat a coutraotor 
ma'iing an as.-.i ^iiniont of payments to a 
Btcreke !por, wlio w,ia also a surety, could 
not proouro goods froua any other store- 
keeper.

Tiii.s ru- 
mor is jirobably tho loundation of tho fol- 
lowing statement which tbe Finaiicier 
makes editorially to-day: "We can state, 
not officially, but very confidently, the 
course the British Cabinet have resolved 
upon if Russia invades Turkey, and in 
such 11 case a British army cor])s will im- 
lueiliiitely occupy Gonstautinople and de- 
fend it against all-attacks.
